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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eUgible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finahty of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. AppUcant's submission filed on July 19, 2005 has been entered. 

Claim Objection 

2. Claim 18 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. AppHcant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form Claim 18 depends on claiml6, which depends on claim 14. Claim 
14 defines R3 as fluoro. Therefore, claim 18, which defines R3 as H, does not further limit claim 
14, or claim 16. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The amendments and remarks submitted July 19, 2005 have been fully considered, and 
are found persuasive. Particularly, claims as amended are directed to treating pains that would 
not be anticipated by or obvious to '030 patent.
